We have wished to

shooting. But the shooting has 
started. And history has record­ 
ed who fired the first shot. In 
the long run, however, all that 
will matter is who fired the last 
shot. 
America has be e n attacked, 
The U.S.S. Kearny is not just 
a Navy ship. She belongs to every 
man, woman and child in this 
nation. 
Illinois, 
Alabama, 
California, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Louisiana, 
Tex as, 
Pennsy lvania 
Georgia, 
Arkansas, New York, Virginia— 
those are the home States of 
the honored dead and wounded 
of the Kearny . Hitler’s torpedo 
was directed at every American, 
whether 
he lives on 
our sea 
coasts or in the innermost part 
of the nation, far from the seas 
and far from the guns and tanks 
of the marching border of would- 
be conq uerors of the world. 
Trembling Retrea t 
The purpose of Hitler’s attack 
was to frighten the American 
people off the high seas—to force 
us to make a trembling retreat. 
This is not the first time he has 
misjudged the American spirit. 
That spirit is now aroused. 
If our national policy were to 
be dominated by the 
f e a r of 
shooting, then all of our ships 
and those of our 
s i s t e r repub­ 
lics would have to be tied up in 
home harbors. 
Our Navy would 
have to remain respectfully — 
abjectly — behind any line which 
Hitler might decree or any ocean 
as his own dictated versions of 
his own war zone. 
Naturally we reject that ab- 
All of us American, of all opin- 
reject it because of our own self- 
interest, our own self-respect and 
our own good faith. Freedom of 
the seas is now, as it has alway s 
been, the fundamental policy of 
this government. 
Secret Ma p 
Hitler has often protested that 
his plans for conq uest do not ex ­ 
tend across the Atlantic Ocean 
His submarines and raiders prove 
otherwise. So does the entire de 
sign of his new world order. 
For ex ample, I have in my pos 
session a secret map made in Ger­ 
many by Hitler’s government 
by the planners of the new world 
order. 
It is a map of South 
America and a part of Central 
America, as Hitler proposes to re 
organize it. 
Today in this area 
there are 14 separate countries 
The geographical ex perts of Ber­ 
lin, however, have ruthlessly oblit­ 
erated all ex isting boundary lines 
and have divided South America 
into five vassal states, bringing 
the whole continent under their 
domination. 
And they have also 
so arranged it that the territory 
of one of these new puppet states 
includes the Republic of Panama 
and our great life line—the Pan 
ama Canal. That is his plan. It 
will never go into effect. 
This map makes clear the Nazi 
design not only against South 
America but against the United 
States itself. 
Your government has in its 
possession 
a not h e r document 
made in Germany by Hitler’s gov­ 
ernment. 
It is a .detailed plan, 
which, for obvious reasons, the 
Nazis did not wish to publicize 
just y et, but which they are ready 
to impose on a dominated world 
—if Hitler wins. It is a plan to 
abolish all e x i s t i ng religions— 
Protestant, Catholic, Mohammed­ 
an, Hindu, Buddhist and Jewish 
alike. The property of all church­ 
es will be seized by the Reich. 
The cross and all other sy mbols 
of religion are to be forbidden. 
The clergy are to be forever sil­ 
enced under penalty of the con­ 
centration camps, where even now 
so many fearless men are being 
tortoured because they placed God 
above Hitler. 
In the place of the churches 
of our civilization there is to be 
set up an international Nazi church 
—a church which will be served 
by orators sent out by the Nazi 
government. 
In the place of the 
Bible, the words of Mein Kampf 
will be imposed and enforced as 
holy writ. 
And in place of the 
cross of Christ will be put two 
sy mbols—the swastika and the 
naked sword. 
Go d o f Blo o d 
The god of blood and iron will 
take the place of the God of love 
and mercy . * 
These grim truths which I have 
told y ou of the present and future 
plans of Hitlerism will, of course, 
be hotly denied tomorrow in the 
controlled press and radio of the 
Ax is powers. 
And some Ameri­ 
cans will continue to insist that 
Hitler’s plans need not worry us 
—and that we should not concern 
ourselves with any thing that goes 


on bey ond rifle shot of our own 
shores. 
The protestations of these Am­ 
erican citizens—few in number— 
will, as usual, be paraded with 
applause through the Ax is press 
and radio during the nex t few 
day s in an effort to convince the 
world that the majority of Ameri­ 
cans are opposed to their duly 
chosen government and in reality 
are only waiting to jump on Hit­ 
ler’s band wagon when it comes 
this way . 
Fa ce World Choice 
The motive of such Americans 
is not tho point at issue. The fact 
is that Nazi propaganda continues 
in desperation to seize upon such 
isolated statements as proof of 
American disunity . 
The Nazis have made up their 
own 
list of modern 
American 
heroes. It is, fortunately , a short 
list. I am glad that it does not 
contain my name. 
All of us Americans, of all opin­ 
ions, are faced with the choice 
between the kind of world we 
want to live in and the kind of 
world which Hitler and his hordes 
would impose upon us. 
None of us wants to burrow 
under the ground and live in to­ 
tal darkness 
like a comfortable 
mole. 
The forward march of Hitler­ 
ism can be stopped—and it will 
be stopped. 
Very simply and very bluntly 
—we are pledged to pull our own 
oar in the destruction of Hitler­ 
ism. 
Mo re Arms Fo r Men 
And when we have helped to 
end the curse of Hitlerism we 
shall help to establish a new 
peace which will give a decent 
people 
every where 
a 
better 
chance to live and prosper fn se­ 
curity and in freedom and in 
faith. 
Each day that passes we are 
producing and providing more and 
more arms for the men who are 
fighting on actual battle fronts. 
That is our primary task. 
And it is the nation’s will that 
these vital arms and supplies of 
all kinds shall neither be locked 
up in American harbors nor sent 
to the bottom of the sea. It is 
the nations will that America 
shall deliver the goods. In open 
defiance of that will, our ships 
have been sunk and our sailors 
have been killed. 
I say that we do not propose 
to take this ly ing down. 
Our determination not to take 
it ly ing down has been ex pressed j 
in the orders to the American 
Navy to shoot on sight. Those 
orders stand.

Furthermore 
the

Representatives has already vot-1 
ed to amend part of the Neu­ 
trality Act of 19 37, today out­ 
moded by force of violent cir­ 
cumstances. The Senate Commit­ 
tee on Foreign Relations has al­ 
so recommended elimination 
of 
other hamstringing provisions ini 
that act. That is the course of' 
honesty and of realism. 
Our American merchant ships! 
must be armed to defend them­ 
selves against the 
rattlesnakes 
of the sea. 
Our American merchant ships! 
must be free to carry our Amer­ 
ican goods into the harbors of 
our friends. 
Our American merchant ships 
must be protected by our Ameri­ 
can Navy . 
It can never be doubted that 
the goods will be delivered by 
this nation, whose Navy believes 
in the tradition of “Damn the 
torpedoes; full speed ahead!” 
Our national will must speak j 
from every assembly line—y es, 
from every coal mine, the all- 
inclusive whole of our vast in­ 
dustrial machine. 
Our factories 
and our shipy ards are constant-! 
ly ex panding. Our output must 
be multiplied. 
Ha mper Defense 
It cannot be hampered by the 
selfish obstruction of a small but 
dangerous minority of industrial

DO NOT OVERFEED 
CHILDREN 
There seems to be little ex­ 
cu se 
for feeding 
children 
the 
wrong way in this day when in­ 
form ation is pou red ou t whole­ 
sale in the newspapers, m aga­ 
zines and radio; bu t still some 
children are su ffering from nu ­ 
tritional ills. 
The fatness or leanness of a 
child is not the correct m easu re 
of his nu trition. A fat child can 
be, and often is, badly nou rished. 
A thin child may well be in fine 
condition and ju st as likely stand 
in need of an adju sted diet. 
The height and weight scales 
are only a rou gh gu ide. A child 
who is a pou nd or so u nder or 
o te r standard is not in great dan­ 
ger. The best gu ide is the activity 
of the child. 
The o v erly 
thin child who play s 
hard, works well, sleeps well, “is 
cu riou s abou t w hat goes on abou t 
him, u su ally is doing all right. 
His thinness may be character­ 
istic, o r it may be cau sed by his 
activity , bu t so long as he is 
happy and bu sy he is no need 
of attention bey ond the ordinary . 
Do n’t Guess Their Needs 
The thin child who whines, who 
feels every body is against him, 
who picks at his food, is restless 
at night, is not in good shape, 
shou ld be taken to the children’s 
specialist. Thin children, fat chil 
dren, who are u nhappy , need the 
phy sician’s care. 
It is a m istake to gu ess what 
these children need. It is a sad 
m istake to follow the advice of 
interested friends and neighbors 
who have fou nd one thing or an­ 
other good for their children. 
Each child differs from another, 
and w hat m ight help one will 
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the phy sician who stu dies chil­ 
dren’s ills can know. You will 
have to give him tim e to stu dy 
this particu lar child if y ou really 
expect him to help y ou . 
Av o id Ov erfeeding 
Don’t overfeed 
children and 
think y ou are 
being 
good 
to 
them. Don’t, by giving them food 
as 
an entertainm ent, a 
treat, 
teach them that eating is a way 
of retrea t from life’s u npleasant­ 
nesses. Teach them rather, that 
they eat to grow in strength and 
beau ty . They are to eat enou gh 
and no more. They are not to 
tre a t their stomachs like storage 
bins. 


The best way to 
accomplish 
good eating habits is to set meal 
times, serve nou rishing meals a t­ 
tractively , and have no sign of 
food abou t the hou se in between 
times. If after this rou tine the 
children are too fat or too thin, 
and show a lack of interest in 
their su rrou ndings,

IS THE NEW YORK NEWS A 
“ FILTHY SHEET” ? 
In this issue of The Register, a contrib utor in 
the Clearing House has b randed the New York 
News as a filthy sheet. The same contrib utor 
says, “This paper is only read b y Nazis, Commu­ 
nists and morons. No decent person would read it.” 
If that b e the case there must b e thousands 
upon thousands of Nazis and morons in New 
York. The New York News has more circulation 
than all the other morning newspapers comb ined. 
The last edition of the Editor and Pub lisher 
show's that the New York News has 1,948,759 
daily paid circulation; the Sunday circulation is 
3,483,616. The comb ined circulation of all the 
other morning papers is 1,602,843, made up as 
follows: 
Herald-Trib une ......................356,512 
Mirror ..................................... .768,946 
Times ............................................477,385 
The fact that the News has more circulation 
in New York than all the other morning papers 
comb ined, and practically twice the daily circu­ 
lation of any daily paper in the United States, 
is ev idence that it is satisfying its readers. 
While the other morning papers hav e lost 
circulation in New York during the last year, 
and since these figures were pub lished in the 
Editor and Pub lisher, the News has gained more 
than 100.000 circulation. So their present circu­ 
lation is now ov er 2,000,000. It seems to b e the 
people’s paper in New York. Because it has b een 
such a successful paper and b ecause it is trying 
to prev ent the spilling of the b lood of American 
b oys on European soil,* is the reason The Regis­ 
ter quotes it so often. 
If the contrib utor instead of calling people 
names will tell us, or hav e anyone who wants to 
get us into war tell us how we can stop Hitler, 
without losing millions of American soldiers, and 
also more and more of our freedom than we 
hav e already lost, he will b e performing a great 
serv ice to his fellowman. 


ALL GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS 
HONEYCOMBED WITH WAR 
PROPAGANDA 
It is amazing how' the war propaganda has 
honeycomb ed ev ery department of the Federal 
Gov ernment. It ev en has b een diffused most 
minutely into the agricultural department. 
On Monday, Rob ert Wilson from Berkeley, 
of the Department of Agriculture, talked b efore 
an Orange County group at the Little Theater at 
the high school. He urged the farmers to increase 
production in milk cows, eggs, pigs, catfle and 
gardens. He said those people wrere patriotic who 
would follow this program. The inference, of 
course, is that the farmers who would prefer to 
work at another kind of work and would not 
agree to do as the Administration wanted were 
not patriotic. 
It is hard to see why the employes of the 
Federal Gov ernment should b e insisting on farm ­ 
ers raising gardens and working to increase pro­ 
duction when they cannot earn more than a 
third as much doing this as they could earn with 
the same skill and ab ility working for firms doing 
work for the Federal Gov ernment. 
It is hard to understand why prices should 
not b e the guide unless there is need for making 
soft political job s. 
Wilson did not mention the fact that the gov ­ 
ernment sub sidy on things that are ov er-produced 
tends to keep those producers from engaging in 
producing the things that are now of more use. 
His whole talk was planned economy—the exact 
opposite from a free market economy. He did not 
tell the audience of course that he receiv ed $12.57 
a day plus all expenses for spreading this war 
propaganda.

EDITOR’S QUES TION, “W HY NOT” CON. 


S CRIPT PROFITS AEOVE 6 PER C E N T f 


Ro y Smith, the editor of the Christian Adv o­ 
cate, in the current issue discusses Secretary Mor- 
genthaus proposal that all corporation profits 
ab ov e 6 per cent should b e taken b y the gov ern­ 
ment in taxes to finance the national defense 
program. He says a roar of protest went up all 
ov er the land. He says, further. “In the midst of 
it, we write to inquire rather timidly, why n ot?” 
Since there are undoub tedly many people like 
Dr. Smith who hav e not thought through the 
effects of this kind of a tax, I will giv e some 
of the reasons why not: 
1. Ev ery man should hav e equal rights to 
pursue happiness b y serv ing his fellowman. To 
take away from efficient men their tools, is pre­ 
v enting them from hav ing equal rights to pursue 
happiness. Especially js this true, since these 
same men who would b e penalized b y this tax 
are, or hav e b een, equally sub ject to the draft 
with all other men. So they are not b eing treated 
equally in their rights of freedom, if the efficient 
ones are taxed. 
It thus would require more years of ser­ 
v ice and a greater fraction of the life of those 
who had the fruits of their lab or taken from 
them than it would from those who did not suf­ 
fer this loss. 
2. Enterprisers will not take risks, if they are 
ob liged to take all losses. Their losses can b e infi­ 
nitely more than six per cent in any year; and 
if they are not allowed to make more than a 
six per cent profit when successful, in the long 
run their capital will b e dissipated. 
3. A tax like this would reduce the standard 
of liv ing of all workers, b ecause it takes away 
from society and management of the most effi­ 
cient and thus retards the accumulation of tools 
and reduces the workers’ production. Therefore, 
it lowers their real wages. 
4. There is no justification for conscription 
under a free enterprise system. But two wrongs 
do not make a right. If, howev er, all people are 
conscripted during certain periods of their life, 
it is not discrimination. . 
5. It would tend to fool the workers and make 
them b eliev e that they ev entually would not suf­ 
fer b y wars; that they would not hav e to pay 
for wars b y a lower standard of liv ing. This would 
tend to reduce their opposition to armed con­ 
flict. It would make it much more likely that 
we would b ecome inv olv ed in war, than if we 
taxed the consumer apd paid our b ills as we 
went along so that the workers would know 
what the wax* was costing them.

In the successiv e steps which 
our administration has taken to­ 
ward armed warfare the opposi­ 
tion has not b een adequately con­ 
sulted or considered. Consequent­ 
ly the opposition feels that it has 
b een ov erridden, that it has not 
b een fairly b eaten. 
Whether the 
Administration course is right or 


whether it is wrong, its actions 
hav e b een such that it has sacri­ 
ficed the confidence of a large per­ 
centage of the people in its will- 
igness to deal candidly. Now the 
nation is drawn near all out war. 
If we are to hav e war, its success­ 
ful prosecution demands a single­ 
ness of purpose and a willingness 
to sacrifice b eyond any point we 
hav e yet known. 
That spirit is 
lacking as witness the wav e of 
strikes. A great numb er of peo­ 
ple do not accept the decisions 
made. They are merely resigned 
to them. 
The lack of national morale in 
warfare is a greater danger than 
a poorly equipped army. 
So it seems to us past time that 
our foreign policy b e laid b efore 
the people, not in pieces like a 
jig saw puzzle, b ut as a full pic­ 
ture. 
Let us hav e a full eongression 
al discussion of war and its am 
plications. 
Let us consider the 
liv es that will b e lost, the treas 
ure that will b e spent and what 
we must do and where we must 
go to achiev e a v ictory. 
Let us also discuss the neces­ 
sity for war and the alternativ es 
to war. 
We hav e expressed our hope as 
to what the decision will b e. But 
if it is otherwise than we hope, 
we will know that it has b een 
arriv ed at b y the process of Am 
erican democracy. 
The full acceptance of such a 
decision is a duty.
